Lwanchow is less than 100 miles 
from Tientsin. 

Japanese planes were reported 
bombing the southern outskirts of 
the city while big guns poured 
shel'3 into it from the north bank 
of the Lwan river. 

The flight of Chinese troops to 
Tangshan, farther southwest along 
the railroad leading to Tientsin and 
Peiping, began even before the big 
attack was reported under way 

The combined Japanese and Man- 
chukuan armies were said to be 
crossing the river under protection

He announced today the cessa- 
tion of licenses for export of gold 
to support the Unitee States dollar 
in foreigt. exchanges. This was a 
preliminary step toward raising 
dcmestic commodity prices, 

He had the 12 governors of the 
Federal Reserve Banks meeting in 
the treasury with Secretary Woodin 
to devise means of using idle cur- 


rency and to free closed bank de-| 
posits

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 


‘Those who are attempting to live on a well- 
balanced and wholesome dict often find it difficult 
to prepare food in an appetizing way; like a little 
boy said when his mother serv ed him with a help- 
ing of parsnips: “I know it must be good for me 
because it tastes so bad.” For some reason many 
people seem to have a similar idea that, if the food 
tastes good, it cannot be wholesome. This is a mis- 
taken idea, for it is just as easy as not to prepare 
good foods in an appetizing manner. All that one 
needs to keep in mind are a few rules that are 
easily learned. Many foods can be greatly improved 
in flavor by the addition of wholesome flavorings 
or souces. Here are a few that I can recommend: 

TOMATO JUICE SAUCE: Pour a can of tomato 
juice into an open granite-ware pot and boil it until 
it has been reduced by evaporation to about one- 
half. Add two level tablespoonsful of finely chopped 
parsley. This makes an excellent sauce of a 
ketchup-like consistency that you can pour over 
meats or fish to greatly enhance their appearance 
and flavor, No salt need be added as the concen- 
tration of the juice adds to its flavor. Instead of 
juice, cooked tomatoes may be 


canned tomato 
strained and prepared in the same way. This sauce, 
being prepared from an acid fruit should be served 
with protein foods rather than starches as it stim- 
ulates the flow of the digestive juices that digest 
protein foods 

MUSHROOM SAUCE: A flavorful sauce can be 
prepared from dried mushrooms by first washing 
them thoroughly and then running them through a 
very fine meat grinder, Add enough water to float 
them freely, cover and let simmer for one hour. A 
small amount of soya bean sauce may be added 
though it is not necessary. When finished, the 
water should have evaporated to about one-half of

Whatever the cause of the condi- 
tion in individual cases, it should 
of course, be eliminated if po 
sible and then beauty treatments 
will have some chance of success 
in restoring the nails. These treat- 
ments should include an oil soak 
at least once a week, with a care-

Always file 
from the corners in toward the 
centre.

After finishing filing the nail 
soak them in warm olive oil fox 
ten minutes If y were having 
the manicuring done at a beauty 
shop the first hand would be soak- 
ing while the econd wa being 
filed The warm oil helps over- 
come hangnails by itening the 
cuticle around the nails as well a 
benefiting the dry, brittle state of 
the nails themselves 

The next step after the soaking 
is to push down the cuticle with 
the end of an orangewood - stick 
that has been wrapped in a wisp of 
absorbent cotton. The oil will have 


loosened the ragged bits of cuticle 
that may have been adhering to the 
nails so that they can be wiped 
away gently. Work gently around 
the base of the nails 

The free edges of the nails may 
then be cleaned with the orange- 
wood stick Wrap the end with 
cotton, dip it in oil, then in pofder- 
ed pumice. Thi will clean the 
nails without irritating them. Trim 
the corners of the nails with mani- 
cure
